and Varies szoelloes (Q iO/X 9h)o No armored vehicles wore seen there* An 
observation tower was in the center of the training field* 

Prior to the fall of 1951 , source repeatedly noticed a low building surrounded by 
& wire fence and guarded by soldiers with undetermined service color about It km. * 
northeast of the ’3anhiria (Q UO/X 9^5 railroad station* This building -was connected 
with the railroad station by a rather rjoor road* Local residents said that an 
ammunition depot located deep in the rock was located there .
